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Togo: Provisional President Grunitsky’s posi- 
tion has been strengthened by several recent develop- 
ments. Important elements of assassinated Presi- 
dent Olympio’s Unity Party have endorsed Grunitsky’s 
terms for single-list elections. Last week, the 13 
moderate French-speaking states comprising the 
Afro-Malagasy Union reportedly gave President Maga 
of Dahomey a wide mandate to support Grunitsky on 
their behalf, and France recently assured Grunitsky 
of its military backing. I 
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
